A somewhat romantic story has just 
reached us, the interest of which turns upon 
the practics of kidnapping: children with 
them into slavery.

Meanwhile tho poor father was almost 
distracted, necking high-and low for his 
lost child, © At- last a-man from the neigh- 
bourhood happened to tell him, by the 
merest chance, that at a temple in his part 
of the country there was a little priest who 
had come from nobody knew. where, and 
old Li started off at once-to see him, He 
eaghed the temple, and sure enough there 
was bis son with a bald head, muttering 

ayers, . He turned round, reco nised bis 
father, and with a buret of joyful tears the 
two met-onoe more, after a separation of 
threo years, .Tho worthy priest was grieved 
to part from the lad, and asked for $60 for 
his keep, This very moderate demand was 
immediately granted,-aud father azd son, 
arrived in Shanghai the other day,—the 
latter with a scrubby head of hair of only 
a fortnight’s growth.

THE PORT OF WHNOBOW. 


In view of the probable speedy’ opening 
of Wenchow to foreign trade, we think it 
may not be uninteresting to our teaders to 
give a few particulars of the general cha- 
racteristics, phyaical and political, of the 
port in question, Ut has been visited by 
foreigners from time to time, and although 
little has beon said of late years reapeoting 
its capacities and prospects, it appears hat 
the authorities have kept an eye upon it.as 
a place. which might, at some undecided 
period, be-developed in the interest of com- 
merce, For we must not forget that the 
opening of new ports has & double aspect. 
It is a mistake to regard the question sim- 
ply from an outelde and, we may add, 
selfish point of view: the enlargement of 
commercial enterprise in China is calculated 
to benefit the Chinese themselves, and thie: 
ie a fast-which should not be lost sight of 
by the mercantile portion of our communi- 
ties, {t is natural, rio doubt, for foreigners 
in China’ to fret and fume at the slurs 
which are cocasionally cast: upon them by 
home writera, and the charge of selfish sima 
and narrow, views which is so frequent 
ly brought~dgainst them ; but it behoves 
them to. guard. against laying theni- 
selves opento-such insinuations,-and_ itis. 
diticult to deny that, as a rule,..the ele- 
ment of selfishness does enter, perhaps 
more than it should, into their oaloula- 
tions and their aims, Wo may there- 
fore atop to remark, before going any 
further, that, as a matter of faot, the inha- 
pitants of Wéncbow have, for many yesrs 
past, been most anxious that their trade 
should receive the impetus inseparable from 
-an influx of foreign enterprise: they have 
viewed with feelings almost akin to jealousy 
‘the superior prosperity of. Ningpo on the 
one side, and Foochow on the other ; and 
wo are therefore glad in the interest of the 
Chinese nation at-large, whenever the Im. 
perial Government so far extends the pro- 
visious of the foreign Treaties as to throw 
open fresh ports to the healthy influence of 
outside dommierce, at. the immediate in- 
stance of Weatern nations, 

Wéachor, then, 
embodies the elentonts of madb commercial 
prosperity. Itin chartningly situated some 
ten miles or so up the Wéncbow river, and 
in addition to much natural beauty enjoys 
a most lovely climate, The approaches to 
the estuary of the river present some di 
ficulty to navigation, for, numorous us 
they are, they are so full of shoals and 
sandbanks #8 to call for extreme 
wariness{ indeed only one is of 
any practial value, The channel which 
is thus at the disposal of. foreign 
vessels has, however been well surveyed, 
and the dangers in useing it are easily 
avoided. |The city is even now a thrivi g 
one, and an enclosure in Mr. Bowra’s Des 
patch in his Ningpo Series, 1869, contains 
much interesting information upon . the 
subjedt, Aniongat thé public institutions 
of the plate;~we may mention the existence 
of s.

Tho remark refers almost exclusively to 
the trade in tea. ‘Pravious to tho year’ 
1861,” says the authority we qaote,| ‘ this 
waa the only port in the department at 
whioh tea was allowed to be exported} which, 
in a measure, made it the market for the. 
trade of the surrounding country. The city 
was then in a flourishing condition. . But 
in order to prevent the'teas from falling into 
the hands of the T‘ai-p'ing rebels, who over: 
‘ran the whole district during that year, 
this regulation was exchanged for the one 
now in force, which authorises the exports- 
tion of tea at any, of the Custom-houses 
along the coast ; consequently, the enor- 
mous trade formerly concentrated here 
now finds ita.way to all the minor ports’ 
on the seaboard.” The opening of the city 
will therefore re-divert this lost trade. to 
itself again, and Wénchow will probably 
become an important emporiam for’ the 
purchase, and export’ of tea, An opium 
trade also exists, and a good business is 
done in timber, poles, and bamboo, The 
arrangements of the city, too, are such as 
to render the transaction of business easy, 
in detail: for the leading firms have their 
warehoures conveniently situated on the 
banks of the numerous,canals surrounding 
the city, by which means the goods 
are conveyed from ‘the ship’s. side to 
the godown without the expense or annoy- 
anco of coolies. It is also satisfactory} 
notice that the. people are a woll-disposed 
and friendly set, Therbouring no absurd 
prejudices against foreigners, but anxious, 
rather, to abare-the benefits of. Western 
‘enterprise.  Yang-kwei-tze,’ ‘ Fon-kwei' 
and ‘Hung-moa? are epithets quite un- 
known in this enlightened town. 

We have before referred to the position 
of Wénchow as nipported by a commercial 
basin, inthe neighbouring interior, ‘of no 
mean importance; and we may DOW sup- 
plement the statement with a fow specitic 
foots, Even in its present condition, it jis 
by no means an oasin of activity in a desert 
of stagnation, Agriculture flourishes in 
the department whero it lies, Twenty: 
neven miles North-cast of the Ju city, » 
peotlier description of tea ia grown, called 
An-shun, _. 02 ebrated throughout the 
Empire for its delicacy of- flavour 
and purity.’ Rice, wheat, cotton, vege- 
table oil - and homp - are ” extensively 
cultivated. The annual export of alum 
from cities within easy distance amounts to 
no less than 75,000 -piouls ; the mineral is, 
of exceptional excellence, while the supply 
is inexhaustible and the working of it. on- 
tails a handsome profit, in addition to- 
this, there are fields of iron and silver, al. 
though we have been unable to ascertain 
whether these products are to be found in 
any. large quantities, But the facts that 
we have already—adduced—are,-we..think, 
sufficient to show. that there is some in- 
ducement to give the now port a fair trial. 
Much oan ‘be said in ita favour, in detail; 
the objections that we hdve met with, in 
nearly every instance, deal with the ques-’ 
tion on’ general. principles. We have al- 
ready. recorded gur views on the ‘opening 
of new. ports, generally speaking, on public 
grounds; and we do not think that in the 
present inatance we are likely to bo con- 
victed of having passed a rash or ill-consid- 
ered judgment,—Celestial Empire.

THE TRADE OF HIOGO. 


The results of the trado of this port. for 
the year 1876, as shown by recently 
published statistics, aro 80 gearly in 
accordance with what was expected from 
the. perfectly well known recent state of 
business that we scarcely considered it 
necossary to draw special attention to any of 
the lines, The reault,-however, shown by 
the figures relating to tea, the chief export 
of the place,—an increased quantity with o 
decrease ‘in value—seems to point that a 
change is taking place in the nature of the 
trade, and we find on enquiry that the 
opinion is held hero by some that itis ina 
great measure owihg to a policy recently 
pursued by growers. whioh if persevered in 
will cause moat serious injury. to the foreign 
trade of the country, The first fact to be 
recognised is that importers in the United 
States—the market for Japan tea—will not 
give the prices they did, and we hear it | 
alleged to be owing to the competition of 
China Green ‘tea and o falling off in the 
quality of Japanese. Some years ago; in 
the China Green tea trade, high prices and 
a great deal of adulteration co-existed, and 
no doubt the Japan tes trade owes a great 
deal of its present position to the. fact that 
it supplied home buyers with a purer ‘kind 
of the article they wanted, but the Ohineso 
have been quite sharp enough to find this 
out, and under the pressure of competition 
growers in this country, while : steadily 
increasing the quantity produced, havo 
‘overlooked the fact that it is necessary for 
their interests that they should improve at 
the same time the quality, and we are 
informed that they not only do not do this 
but that the quality: of tea produced is 
deteriorating from a want of care in seleo- 

i paration. To such .a. length 
has this already gqnd that we hear, note 
withstafiding the “increased export, there 
arg still large stooks of tes in the interior 
whioh the holders will not offer at such 
prioes as'exporters can afford togive. As the 
whole foreign tradé of Japan hinges upon’ 
her exporting powors, and as tes. is one of 
her two most important exports, 3 is 
abundantly clear that unless tea growers 
give mofo attention to the quality of their 
produce, the whole foreign trade of the 
country is threatened with cons tsences of 
the niost seridue nature. : Though we give 
thest as the opinions of sottie of the leading 
hotiees hate, aiid of their correspondents in 
the States, we do not endorse them os 
entitely cottect, for we find that other

The following letter has been addressed 
to The Times by ‘An Indian ‘Merchant ” 
on the subject of the depression in Indian 
rates of exchange i— : 

You will do unspeakable nervice to many 
sufferers if you will probe to the utmoat 
the, catises of the present low rates of ox- 
change between England and India, and 
show how the evil is to be remedied. Asa 
contribution to the discussion of the quos- 
tion, will you allow me to sabmit that the. 
mest practical cure would be to inorease by 
every legitimate méans the volume and 
value of Indian exportable products, and 
that it rests with the governing powers 
alone, to adopt the ‘necessary measures? 
These are :—L Tq reduce to the lowest 
int possible the cost of carriage on exist- 
ing Indian railway. 2 To provide tho 
misans as speedily as possible of transport 
where none at present exists, With refer- 
ence to the first point, the history of the 
Bengal Famine showed that enormous 
quantities, hundreds of thousands of tons, 
of grain existed in India, which flowed im- 


| mediately to the spot where it was wanted, 


as soon as the rates of carriage on the gua- 
ranteed railways were reduced to half thé 
usual charge. With regard to the second 
measure, it can be easily proved. that rich 
and fertile districts are entirely without the 
means of marketing their surplus produce 
of:food grains and oil seeda, which are con- 
sumed by cattle where thoy grow or are 
left to rot. But the Government of India, 
though recognising those facts, hesitates to 
borrow money in this country to proceed 
rapidly with the construction of railways, 
because the.interest of’ such money-has -to 


be drawn for on India, thus increasing the |’ 


amount of the Secretary. of .State’s drafts, 
and, as is believed by these’ authorities, ag- 
gravating the evil by further depressing 
exchange.’
